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Dealers of aging J eeps offer 


a no-credit, no-test drive deal

Would you buy a vehicle from a dealer that: 

#” Doesn’t take trade-ins. 

v Doesn’t give credit or take personal checks 
but instead demands cash, money orders or certi- 
fied checks. 

ı Won’t dicker on the sticker price. 

v Doesn’t offer warranties or repair services. 


v Doesn’t allow test-drives but will let buyers 


sit in the driver’s seat and run the engine. 

If you would, the U.S. Postal Service has got a 
deal for you. 

“We try to phase out old vehicles on a rotating 
cycle,” said Sherman Bloomfield, garage mainte- 
nance supervisor for the Fort. Wayne post office. 
“We’ve probably sold 24 vehicles since May. The 
six quarter-ton Jeeps we’re selling now are nine 
years old. But apart from a little rust, they’re in as 
good a shape as you’ll find anywhere.” 

» The Jeeps cost about $7,000 each in 1974, 
but you can get one from Uncle Sam for a lot less. 
‘Bloomfield said the Jeeps, which have between 
‚50,000 and 70,000 miles on them, cost between 
$1,000 and $1,150 to buy from the post office. 

“We’ve had young people buy them, hunters, 
newspaper deliverers, and even other car dealers 
buy them,” Bloomfield said. “But they aren’t 
really passenger vehicles. With that short (81- 
inch) wheelbase, they can tip if you take corners at 


high speed.” |

through snow and ice, the Jeeps aren’t equipped 
with four-wheel drive. They have just one seat and 
very plain interiors — but have been freshly 
painted, to remove post office identification. 

And the steering wheels are on the “wrong” 
side, to allow drivers to deliver mail to mail boxes 
along roads without leaving their seats. “That’s 
probably the biggest adjustment buyers have to 
make,” Bloomfield said. 

The post office isn’t trying to drive a hard bar- 
gain, despite its no-frills purchase policy. 

“We can’t allow test drives because the Jeeps 
are still government property and there would be 
insurance problems. And the price for the sale is 
approved by the headquarters in Chicago,” he 
said. 

But despite its desire to get the unneeded 
Jeeps off its lot, the post office won’t sell them to 
its employees. It fears they might spend excessive 
money and time keeping a Jeep in shape if they 
thought they could buy it later.

Cityscapes: Bowser and his pumps | 


EDITOR’S NOTE: The indus- 
trial face of Fort Wayne today is 
radically different than it was 
at the turn of the century. In- 
stead of International Har- 
vester and Magnavox, there 
were the Bass Foundry and F.S. 
Bowser, Inc — companies which 
put Fort Wayne on the nation’s 
industrial map. In the next few 
weeks, Cityscapes will focus on 
the industries which helped 
make the city’s early days so 
prosperous. 


The Tokheim Corp. is still 
turning out thousands of gaso- 
line pumps in Fort Wayne every 
year. But the real granddaddy of 
the pump industry was S.F. 
Bowser, Inc., which began opera- 
tions on Creighton Avenue in 
1888. 

When Sylvanus Freelove 

Bowser first dreamed of invent- 
ing the pump, little did he real- 
ize his invention would one day 
evolve into the gasoline pump, 
the machine which has come to 
symbolize the ridiculousness of 





our era. He just wanted to find 
an easier way of drawing water 
from a well than tugging on a 
70-foot strand of frozen rope. 

Bowser thought his idea for a 
pump might have some com- 
mercial value, so he and his 
brother Alexander went into 
business — and what a business 
it was. By the 1920s, the com- 
pany was selling $13 million 
worth of gas pumps worldwide. 
Bowser offices were set up in 
Toronto, London, Berlin, Paris 
and Rotterdam — but the 
headquarters remained in Fort 
Wayne. 

The neighborhood near the 
plant eventually became known 
as “Bowserville,” because of the 
plant employes living there. 

There were low spots along 
the way, too. The plant was 
struck by fire in 1894 and again 
in 1897. An employe financial 
scandal in 1898 jeopardized the 
company’s solvency. S.F. 
Bowser also had union troubles, 
and a bank he established for 
employes folded with the De-

pression. 

Bowser lost control of the 
company in the early 1930s, 
and his life after that was not a 
happy one. In 1937 he was 
taken to court over questidns of 
his ability to care for himself. 
The court ruled in Bowser’s fa- 
vor, but he died about a year 
later. When he died, his estate, 
once worth millions, totaled 
only $11,000. 

By the mid-1950s, the Bowser 
operation here was winding 
down and it eventually moved 
to Chicago, 

There is still much of the 
original plant left on Creighton 
Avenue. Most of the buildings 
are owned by Wayne Ware- 
house and Cartage Inc. and 
are leased to Mobile Aerial 
Towers. Wayne Warehouse also 
owns the old Wayne Knitting 
Mills on Growth Avenue, which 
will be featured next week. =

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| CANAL from Page 3S 
as well as taverns, 
shops, boarding rooms 
and docks. 

It was the waterfront 
and often a place of tu- 
mult and violence. Al- 
though most of the peo- 
ple around the canal 
area were good people, 
the nature of the canal 
attracted roughnecks 
and n’er-do-wells. 

Frequently newspa- 
pers carried stories of 
arson, the presence of 
drunks and boisterous 
boatmen, or of prosti- 

tutes and thieves. Oc- 
casionally, after a mur- 
der, editorialists called 
for the creation of a po- 
lice force. 


During the canal’s 
later years, in the 
1870s, the Canal House 
also served as home for 
some families. On the 
second floor, for in- 
stance, once lived the 
family of Minnie 
Homeyer, whose family 
came from the town of 
Loh, Germany.
